In an effort to relieve in some measure the increasing 


burden on men and women in all communities who are en- 
gaged in money raising efforts during war time the American 
Bed Cross has decided to postpone its regular 1942 member- 
ship Roll Call until 1943. 


Barring some unforeseen and '"'unthinkable" emergency 


or catastrophe there will not be another drive for Red Cross 
funds this year. 


This, in substance, is the announcement received today at 


the local offices of the Ked Cross. 


Every effort is being concentrated on raising the 565,000,- 


000 Red Cross War Relief Fund toward which Adams county 
has been asked to contribute $13,000. 


Unless Adams county raises almost $2,000 this week this 


county will go on. record as "falling short of its goal/' in this 
the first drive for funds in the sej*md World war,' 


Only six days remain for this county to reach its goal of 


§13,000. 


The total contributions thus far are-§11,063.02 leaving Sl,- 


936.98 still to be raised in Adams county. 


"I still feel that Adams county will reach its goal," John S. 


Rice, chairman of the Red Cross drive, said today. "I am 
confident that the good people of this county will not permit 
us to go on record as failing to achieve our goal in this our 
first World War drive. 


"There are a number of fine citizens who have merely 


neglected to send in their contributions. I believe that they 
will do so this week and that before March 15 we will have 
our $13,000. 


"The citizens of Adams county recognize the importance 


of the work of the Red Cross. They also recognize that the 
Red Cross needs money to carry on its work throughout the 
world and that without the Red Cross countless millions will 
starve or freeze to death. Our good folks just will not be a 
part of any such failure," added Chairman Rice. 


Red Cross officials made an appeal to all countians who 


have overlooked sending in their donations to do so this week 
and they also appealed to other public spirited residents to 
increase their donations, if possible. 


An appeal to about 300 individuals and organizations last 


week is netting good results, a Red Cross spokesman said, and 
it is hoped that the next six days will bring- sufficient dona- 
tions to place this county among those listed as "One Hundred 
Per Cent."

In an opinion handed down in 


court this morning Judge W. C.

98,000 TROOPS 
SAID TO HAVE 
SURRENDERED 


London, March 9 (AP)—Japanese invaders overrunning 


the final Dutch citadel of Java have captured the war capital 
of Bandoeng and their Imperial headquarters declared today 
they had forced the unconditional surrender of 93,000 Dutch 
and 5,000 United States, British and Australian troops. 


The Dutch stoutly denied there had been any general sur- 


render, but in Adelaide, Australia, Lieut. Governor-General 
Hubertus J. Van Mook told of the fall of Bandoeng. 


"But our people are battling on with the resources they 


have left," he added. 


The official Tokyo announcement heard here said the de- 


fending troops capitulated near Bandoeng and near the Naval 
base of Soerabaja at 3 p. m, (presumably Tokyo Time, or 2 
a. m., EWT.). 


Bandoeng was headquarters of the Dutch Army and also 


the arsenal of the rich island populated by 48,000,000. 


Highly placed Netherland authorities declared the Dutch 


would "fight on to death." 


Van Mook said a fair number of Naval personnel had 


escaped from Java. 


Both before and after the Dutch declarations that resist- 


ance was continuing several Axis radio stations were broad- 
casting assertions that the defenders of Java had capitulated 
unconditionally. 


The latest of these, from Tokyo at 8:18 a. m., Eastern 


War Time, about an hour after the Dutch here had spoken, 
quoted a Saigon dispatch of the official Domei agency as re- 
porting that Dutch resistance ended-"at 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing in acceptance of a Japanese demand for unconditional 
surrender." 


(Presumably this meant 10 a. m., Tokyo time, or 9 p. m. 


Sunday, Eastern War Time.) 


The Netherlands government-in-exile was emphatic in 


denial of the earlier Axis reports that Java had fallen. 


Aneta quoted an authoritative Netherland source1 as 


saying: 


"We Dutchmen are never hopeless. As long as there's life, 


there's hope. We will defend the Indies until the death."

No Surrender Orders 


Dutch commanders, however, had 


been given orders beforehand for 
"no 'surrender" and their proud 
countrymen here were sure that 
none had laid down his arms except, 
perhaps, in isolated cases where 
"a local commander may have been 
obliged to yield in order to avoid 
outright useless slaughter." 


"But in the main," said one Dutcn 


informant, "we are hanging on." 


Unhappily, he acknowledged that 


"hanging on" may prove an ac- 
curate description for the fighting 
Indies defenders—Dutch, American. 
Australian and British—who have 
been bucking overwhelming enemy 
power for more than a week, fight- 
ing against an enemy stronger 
ashore, aloft and afloat. 


.The Dutch were pessimistic, too, 


of the possibility of a stand on -Java 
paralleling that of General Mac- 
Arthur on Bataan. 


They expected guerrilla fighting 


in the fastnesses of Java's moun- 
tains to' the end, slowing up • the 
Japanese timetable of aggression 
and making them pay dearly in 
time, men and materiel. But. they 
said. Java affords its beleaguered 
defenders no Bataan with a Cor- 
regidor at its back.

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OBSERVER SAYS 
ALLIED NATIONS 
PLAN JFFENSIVE 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE 
Wide W«rM War Analyst 


With the Japanese defeat of Java 


an accomplished fact for all prac- 
tical purposes, the battle of the 
Pacific enters a second phase—the 
effort of the Mikado's forces to con- 
solidate their great gains before 
retribution overtakes them, and the 
development of an Allied initiative 
which will operate from Australia 
and in due course will grow into a 
counter-offensive. 


Unless the signs are all set wrong, 


the foundations of a powerful base 
already have been laid in Australia, 
and further United States rein- 
forcements may be expected in the 
immediate future. The main forces, 
of course, will be American and 
Australian, and that's a happy com- 
bination—one to inspire confidence. 


Old War Buddies 


The Aussie-Yankee brotherhood 


in arms was born under a lucky 
star. The first Anglo-American at- 
tack of history was during the first 
World war when our 33rd Division 
and Australians went over the top 
together along the Somme on July ] 
4, 1918, and captured Hamel from 
the Germans in a brilliant action. 
It's also Interesting (and perhaps \ 
not unimportant) to note that it is 
to Uncle Sam that Australia looks 
in this greatest crisis of her history! 
—just as Canada does. 


The immediate purpose of this 


gathering of the clans in Australia 
is to defend this last great Allied 
base in the southwest Pacific frczn 
the Japs. But this vast continent 
also will provide the headquarters 
from -which Allied warships and 
warplanes will harass the Nipponese 
ia their recent conquests, and raid 
the attenuated lines of communica- 
tion between Indonesia and Japan. 


.Great Task Ahead 


As previously emphasized in this 


column, one of Japan's great weak- 
nesses will lie in those sea-lanes, 
more than 3JXX) miles in length. Un- 
less she can keep them open, and 
provide ships from her already 
severely hit fleet to carry supplies, 
her conquests instead of providing 
vast resources will be a millstone 
about her neck. Australia is the 
stbrm center which the Nipponese 
must now watch. 


Because the Japs already have 


spread themselves over the south- 
west Pacific as thin ae butter on a 
circus sandwich, oue would think 
they would hesitate to undertake a 
lull-dress invasion of Australia, al- 
though itiey long have coveted it 
However, they are flushed with vic- 
tory and it may be that they will 
keep on rolling the dice while they 
are hot. 
. . . See Major Attack 
In any event, it will be stra- 


tegically logical for them to try to 
take over some of the northern ports, 
as a matter of self-protection. Their 
occupation yesterday of Australian 
mandated territory on New Guinea, 
just north of Australia, probably 
presages further action against the 
continent. 


It-is likely that Japans decision 


as to how extensive her assault on 
Australia will be will depend on the 
amount of resistance she encounters. 
There is another field of conquest 
calling her very loudly, and-that is 
the Indian empire. The urge to con- 
quer Hindustan must be pressing 
hard now! Since Tokyo reports the 
capture of the great Burmese port 
of Rangoon—a mighty stride to- 
wards the subjection of all Burma. 


Then too there is no doubt that 


HiUer is urging his allies to strike 
westward into the Indian ocean 
•with the idea that the Japs and the 
Germans may join hands in India 
and the Middle East. 


The question of whether Japan 


can be held in the main to her 
present conquests will depend large- 
ly on how much initiative the Allies 
can develop quickly in the orient 
The appearance of real striking- 
power in Australia might mark the 
turning point in the Japanese cam-

Old War Buddies 
T he 
Aussie-Y ankee 
brotherhood 
in arm s was born under a lucky 
sta r. The first A nglo-Am erican a t­ 
tack of liistory was during the first 
W orld w ar w hen our 33rd Division 
and A ustralians went over the top 
together along tile Somme on July 
4. 1918. and captured Ham el from 
th e G erm ans in a brilliant action. 
It's also Interesting «and perhaps 
not unim portant* to note th a t it is 
to Uncle Sam th a t A ustralia looks 
in this greatest crisis of her history 
—ju st as C anada does. 
T ile im m ediate purpose of this 
gathering of the clans in A ustralia 
is to defend this last great Allied 
base in the southw est Pacific from 
the Japs.

Harrisburg, March 9 (AP)—State 


department heads agreed today that 
the war has made necessrxy some 
change in laws dealing with their 
work or that future emergencies 
may prompt quick action on ob- 
structive statutes. 


A survey disclosed that most of 


;he department chiefs have reported 
JQ Governor James situations which 
arose as a result of the war that 
made changes in the laws desirable. 


On the other hand, some reported 


developments were coming so fast 
hat it was impossible to anticipate 
what laws should be changed. 


Seeks War Powers 


James has asked passage of a

ense Council, to suspend or modify 
any law found hindering the com- 
monwealth's war effort. The pro- 
josal aroused opposition among the 
egislators and various alternatives 
have been discussed—including one 
X) keep the assembly in session to 
act on law changes as the need 
.rises and another to limit the scope 
of subjects the council could act 
upon. 


"I'd need a crystal ball to look 


into the future," said Walter J. 
Kress, acting secretary of revenue. 
I don't flatter myself that I could 
it down and predict all the things 
hat will come up affecting this 
department," he said.* 


"Questions are coming up every 
lay on which suspension or modi- 
fication of laws seems desirable. I 
hint the general idea of what the 
Governor proposes is the best way 
o meet the problem. This situation 
—the war—is so serious that I don't 
believe the average person realizes 
t." 


Situation Critical 


The problem has become critical 


n the department of property and 
upplies which purchases materials 
and foodstuffs for the state institu- 
ions and all state departments. 
Walter G. Scott, acting secretary 


of that department, explained that 
he state law requires taking of 
competitive bids, and firms are re- 
uctant to bid because of price 
changes and difficulty in obtaining 
materials between the time a con- 
aract is awarded and the date of 
delivery.

Thousands of patriotic Americans, 


taking the advice of government ex- 
perts, will raise callouses and cab- 
bages this spring spading backyards 
for war gardens. 


This fits right into the Food for 


Freedom program of war and ag- 
ricultural officials who say it's im- 
possible to overproduce 
vitamin 


foods in 1942—-but read on before 
you grab a spade and rake and go 
to work. 


There is an ample supply of seeds 


this spring, but no overabundance of 
them or of gardening implements 
and so inexperienced gardeners are 
cautioned to think carefully before 
they dig. The government hopes to 
avoid mistakes made by the public 
in planting gardens during the first 
World war. 


Gardens Stressed 


The Office of Civilian Defense has 


prepared a "victory garden" pro- 
gram that recommends community 
gardens in which individual families 
have plots. Expert advice, tools and 
seeds may be available for such 
projects whereas they might not be 
at hand for the lone gardener. 


Besides producing foods, city 


and farm gardeners may aid in 
relieving1 the problem of trans- 
porting produce and canned 
goods. 
Even in space as small as a 


kitchen window sill enough vege- 
tables can be grown to make an 
important contribution to America's 
nutrition. 


Six Good Rules 


The average city "backyard"— 


about 50 by 75 feet—^is large enough 
to grow all the garden produce for 
a family of three or four—if the 
work and the crops are planned 
carefully. 


In selecting your garden site take 


these things into consideration: 


1. Gummy clay subsoil from 


the cellar hole, mixed with lime, 
rock, 
brickbats and 
possibly 


cinders, is entirely unsuitable 
for a garden. Frequently such 
soil becomes the topsoil around 
American homes. 
Where this 


has occurred good topsoil must 
be restored or the garden will be 
a failure. 
2. A good garden site is exposed 


to sunshine for at least five hours 
each bright day. Morning sunshine 
is best. 


3. Best garden soil is a dark, sandy 


loam that is deep, loose, well-drained 
and spades up to crumbly mellow- 
ness. 


4. Gardens should be a good dis-

flying British fliers could look up at 
them were left by the RAP at the 
Matford plant. 


Direct Factory Hit 


The motor truck factory, eight 


miles west of the German-occupied 
French capital, reputed to produce 
20 trucks a day for Germany, was 
hit directly by British bombs and 
others burst in an adjacent truck 
yard, the air ministry announced. 


The raid, carried out in bright 


daylight virtually unopposed by the 
German air force, was the -capping 
blow of a busy week-end for the 
RAP illustrating the advance of 
"Colonel Britton," the radio voice 
of the "V-for-Vlctory campaign," 
to: "keep away from any work that 
is helping the Germans. The Royal 
Air Force is coming again more and 
more often." 


Canadian airmen began the series

force. 


Fighting Ceases 


The shift of commanders was re- 


ported in a communique which said 
for the past 24 hours, fighting had 
ceased altogether on the Bataan 
peninsula front. 


Some 600 miles to the south, how- 


ever, brisk skirmishes were re- 
ported in the vicinity of Digos, on 
Davao Gulf, on the southern Philip- 
pine island of Mindanao. 


The nature of developments on 


Mindanao, where the Japanese have 
extended their occupation from the 
area around the city of Davao to 
the city of Zamboa Ga, was not dis- 
closed. 


General Yamashita, the new com- 


mander in chief, has established 
field headquarters at San Fernando, 
in Pampanga Province some 40 miles 
from the Bataan front lines.

Direct Factory Hit 
T he motor truck factory, eight 
miles west of the Oerm an-occupied 
French capital, reputed to produce 
20 trucks a day for Germ any, was 
h it directly by British bombs and 
others burst in an adjacent truck 
yard, the air m inistry announced. 
The raid, carried out in bright 
daylight virtually unopposed by the 
G erm an air force, was the capping 
blow of a busy week-end for the 
RAP illustrating the advance of 
“Colonel Britton,” the radio voice 
of the “V-for-Vlctory cam paign," 
to: “keep away from any work th at 
is helping the Germ ans.

JAPS PINCHING 
ALLIED: MEN IN 
RANGOON AREA 


By DANIEL DE LUCE 


With the British forces in Burma,' 


March 8 (Delayed)—(AP)—British 
tank units battled savagely today to 
stave off a Japanese plncer move- 
ment directed at cutting off the de- 
fenders of Rangoon from the British 
army in central Burma. 


(Imperial Japanese headquarters 


announced the fall of Rangoon at 
10 a. m. yesterday, the day this dis- 
patch was filed.) 


The grim struggle for Rangoon's 


back door—the flat dry rice lands 
extending 50-odd miles from Pegu 
to the city limits—entered its eighth 
day with British tanks and infantry 
still reported holding the Japanese 
in check. 


British sweeps once hurled, the 


numerically superior enemy back to 
the Sittang river. 


Appeal to Natives 


A Japanese patrol of perhaps 110 


riflemen was reported unofficially to j 
have supped across the main road 
north of Rangoon and Pegu, appar- 
ently in an attempt to join forces 
with native bands operating in the 
marshes near the Irrawaddy river 
along Burma's second route to 
China. 


The second road follows the east 


bank of the Irrawaddy from Ran- | 
goon to Prome, roughly 50 to 70! 
miles west of the Pegu-Mandalay' 
route. 


The Japanese are known to have 


appealed 
to discontented 
native 


elements, jobless minor politicians, 
and petty criminals in an attempt 
to form a fifth column and stir up 
continual trouble behind the British 
lines. 


With the removal of civil ad- 


ministration personnel from some 
areas close to the Japanese advance 
forces, the invaders are trying to 
organize pseudo-rebellions.

RUSSIANS; KEEP 
DRIVING NAZIS 
BACK ON HEELS 


Moscow, March 9 (AP)—Russian 


soldiers fighting unceasingly in the 
snow to weaken the expected Ger- 
man spring offensive were reported 
•today to ha\e captured the city of 
Sychevka. dnving a wedge midway 
between the Nazi strongholds of 
Rzhev and Vyazma on the central 
front. 


Dispatches from the wintry bat- 


tlefield told of the sweep of the Red 
army into the city 125 miles due 
west of Moscow after a two-day 
battle in which it was stated vir- 
tually all of the 15.000 men of the 
German 46th division were wiped 
out. 


Sychevka is on the 70-mile north- 


south rail line connecting Rzhev 
and Vyazma. 


Kill 2500 Men 


The Russians were said to be 


meeting more <and more German re- 
serves on the central front, with 
Adolf Hitler drawing heavily on his 
strength in the "deep rear." 


On the Leningrad front, where the 


Russians have been battering at the 
Nazi siege ring, the Soviet informa^ 
tion bureau said 2.500 enemy soldiers 
and officers had been wiped out in 
three days of fighting. 


(The staggering cost Germany is 


paying in Russia was told in a Ber- 
lin dispatch to the Bern. Switzer- 
land, newspaper Der Bund. It re- 
ported official Berlin circles acknowl- 
edged total German losses of 1,' 
000 -soldiers- since- the-invasion beg 
last June 22 but said the Germans 
insisted these losses were "absolutely 
bearable."' 


Figures Don't Jibe
